REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 was filed in this application 
after appeal to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but prior to a decision on the 
appeal.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record US 4,536,180 and US 7,025,718 fail to teach or suggest the specific method step of 
"increasing the pressure difference between a pressure in the drainage lumen and a pressure in 
the atmosphere only when the pressure measured in the auxiliary lumen corresponds at least to 
atmospheric pressure".
